No la- 
formallon on performance has 
yet been disclosed and a spokes- 
man for tha company would 
only say that its full-acale pro- 
duction would start In 1980. Last 
year the company was among 
the first of tha electronic bouses 
to produce 258 K bit circuits, 

LSI circuits are the main com- 
ponent used for building com- 
puters and other electronic sys- 
tems. There are reports In the 
press that another Japanese 
company, Nihon Denchl, has de- 
veloped a process for the pro- 
duction of 4 megabit circuits. 
Specialists believe that such an 
integration level is enough to 
reduce the size of a typical me- 
dium or large computer to tho 
extent that one could be placed 
on the palm of your hand.

A DEBT TRAP 

The serious problems being experienced In Latin American 
countries linked to payment ol their foreign debt are the 
subject ol an article by the PRAVDA correspondent In 
Mexico C//y, N. Ognev. 

Latin America bears the chief burden of rhe developing 
world’s debts. As at the end of December 1982, the Larin 
American share out ol the total developing world's debf, 
estimated af 680,000 million dollars, amounted to 900,000 
million dollars, By November 1983, this tlgute had risen to 
350,000 million dollars. The steep rise to explained, among 
other /actors, by the enormous Increase in loan Interest de- 
manded by creditors. 

The foreign debt problem which besets Latin America has 
historical roofs.

Hist to Spain, and later to Ihe United 
States, aver the last decade Ihe Latin American countries 
have of templed to pursue a policy ol independent economic 
development. But lach ol modern technology and ol llnance 
has made them dependent on externa/ 1 Inane lng, and this has 
led to the last growth ol thetr Indebtedness to the developed 
capitalist countries. 

THE MYTH OF A U.S. 'LAG' BEHIND THE USSR 

Just who Is responsible lor Ihe constant increase In world 
tensions? Answering this question In SOVIBTSKAYA BOS- 
SIYA V. Bogdanov stresses that It won't take tong to t/nd 
those responsible lor the arms race even if one has to force 
one's way lo tho truth through an encumbrance ol /fes ond 
provocations. One ol these ts rhe Pentagon’s Irresponsible 
nonsense about the USA ’ togging behind" the USSR. There 
hove been many such myths in the past too, the paper points 
out.

Tha Trlnlly-St. Sergius Lavra 
Is In Zagorsk, a town located 
M rae 70 kllomelres from Mos- 
cow and favourably situated on 
andenl trade routes leading to 
north-eastern Russia. 

...Its gleaming cupolas Bre 
seen Iron afar, and on fesllve 
occasions Ihe powerful toll of 
lls belli Is beard dozens of kilo- 
metres away.

At Ihe end of last year work 
was already basically completed 
on the creation of a unique scale 
model of lha Moscow city cen- 
tre.

BARIUM IMPROVES IRON 

Original additives, which Im- 
prove the quality and strength 
of metal, have been suggested 
by scientists teem the Metal- 
lurgy Institute al iho USSR 
Academy of Sciences’ Scientific 
Centre In lha Urals. The chiel 
component In those additives Is 
barium which has never bcen 
used In smelling Iron bufore. 

This chemical clement reads 
well with suIIut and oxygen, 
two substances very harmful to 
metal. Barium can be obtained 
in Inexhaustible quantities, as 
Its compound, the quartz barite 
is present In large amounts In 
deposits ol combined ores and 
In refuso from metallurgical fac- 
tories. 

This new development from 
the Urals scientists to obtain 
quality ferro-alloys allows piece- 
parts ol cast Iron lo bo made 
more robust, and yet lighter. 
This is a quality most likely to 
attract car and tractor manu- 
facturers. 

RESEARCH 

IN THE GULF STREAM 

The research ship "Vlly;u" 
belonging lo the Institute of 
Oceanography of the USSR 
Academy ol Sciences is carrying 
out research in the Gull Slioani. 

Head of the expedition Vitaly 
Bubnov had this lo snv: We 
measure the icmperniuro ol ihe 
wnler.

Natural resources make Sibe- 
ria and tho Far Oast especially 
Import anl lor tho national econ- 
omy. To list iho deposits con- 
tained in these regions would 
lake several pages. I will (here- 
to ro confine my sell to major 
factors: these two areas are re- 
sponsible for B0 per cent of (he 
country's potential energy re- 
sources, for as much raw mate- 
rials and 60 per cent ol Umber. 

The economic development of 
tlio eastern areas can bn divided 
Into several stages— each having 
a long-term programmo of (ts 
own. Each stage served ns tho 
basts for the next ono enabling 
new oronunilc programmes lobe 
successfully solved In a natural 
succession. 

For example, the post-war re- 
storation period which ended in 
tho intd-sOs mmlo it possible lo 
rearrange the productive forces 
In tho region. 

Tho next mid present stage Is 
marked bv iliu dovelnpmcnl ol 
(lio huge hydroenergy resources 
nl I lie powerful Siberian rivers, 
Hie Angara and Vi- nisei. Such 
hydro pro |ed s as thu 

Uralskaya, the Krasnayarakdya, 
end Ihe Utd-llluiskayo are al- 
ready in nperallon; work on lha 
Sayana-Sliiishciiskaya Is nearing 
completion mid at Ihe Bugu- 
ch.iusknya It has |ust started. 
Tlie formation ol Iho Kanak- 
Achlnsk fuel and energy coni- 
plex. Involving several heat and 
power slat Ions operating on tho 
basis ol the local hr own coals 
(with an estimated capacity 

over 600,000 million tonnes), 
represents another step In Ihe 
development of Hits region. 

LUG3 saw Ihe completion ol 
the Siberian energy ring which 
unites all existing heal and 
hydraulic power stations Id Ihe 
region. Later 11 was coupled lo 
Ihe country's United Grid. 

Cheap electricity makes Sibe- 
ria an attractive proposition lor 
energy-consuming Industries, 
specifically aluminium and che- 
mical combines. Simultaneously 
new engineering centres have 
sprung up there, Including 
heavy, power and electric engi- 
neering, the manufacture ol 
tractors and farm machinery, 
shipbuilding and ship repairs, 

The mid -00s saw a qualita- 
tively new approach to Ihe de- 
velopment of Siberia. It Is cen- 
tred on the West -Siberian Plato, 
the site ol a long-term oil and 
gas programme, unprecedented 
In terms of scale ol operations 
and Investment and exceeding 
all (hat has been previously 
undertaken In Siberia. 

As has been planned. In 1885 
Western Siberia will be respon- 
sible for about 400 million 
tonnes of oil (one-fourth more 
than tn 1Q00). The production of 
gas will Increase 2- to 2.5-foldi 
lo read!
